Examiner's Amendment 



1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Cancel claims 29-35, and 46-48. 
Amend claim 36 as follows: 

Replace "liner oxide; decreasing the temperature of said substrate 
from said third temperature to a fourth temperature, and filling said trench 
with a CVD oxide at said fourth temperature." with "liner oxide." 
Amend claim 45 to read as follows: 

Change "36" to read "49". 
Add claim 49 as follows: 

Claim 49 (new): The process of Claim 36, including the step of 
decreasing the temperature of said substrate from said third temperature to a fourth 
temperature, and filling said trench with a CVD oxide at said fourth temperature. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 36-45, 49 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In respect to claim 36, the closest prior art of Thei et al. and Olsen et al. do not 
suggest treating a trench with a three step temperature ramp-up liner oxide 
deposition/anneal process (defined in the claim) with gas environments defined at four 
different steps for a trench. Thei discloses a liner oxide deposition/liner oxide anneal 
process but does not suggest the heating to a first temperature in a first atmosphere, 
the holding at a second temperature in a second atmosphere, then, in a third 
atmosphere, growing the liner oxide and then annealing in a fourth atmosphere by 
increasing the temperature to third level. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
